A peasant who sought refuge from 


a storm in a cavern was horror-strick- 
en to see a human skeleton secured 
by chains riveted into the walls o'f the 
cavern. 
A notebook, ihalf-buried by 


leaves, revealed the story of Russian 
vengeanqe. 


The girl was Magdalene Frlscli. the 


daughter of a Jewish 
chemist of 


Petracow, Poland. She was the fian- 
cee of the Russian airman Sa\ro, who 
under her influence entered the Ger- 
man spy service, and later became a 
Bolshevist spy in the armies of Denl- 
ken and Wrangel. 


Magdalena carried messages from 


Savro to the Bolsheviks, in which the 
military dispositions of Deniken and 
Wrangel were disclosed. 
Every effort 


was made to discover the source of 
the disastrous leakage, but without 
success until 
Savro was wounded 


while serving with Petlura. Papers 
were then founjd on the airman which 
revealed not only his treachery, but 
the part played by his fiancee. 


Savro was shot, but Magdalena 


made good her escape. She was rec- 
ognized some time afterwards in the 
street at Hotin and kidnaped. 
Her 


captors carried her to the lonely cav- 
ern, chained her to the rock, and left 
her to die. 


The girl set down in her notebook 


full details of what had occurred, and 
then, in order to escape the tortures 
of starvation, took poison, with which 
one of her more compassionate execu- 
tioners had supplied her. 


The notebook is dated "October 23, 


1921."

HELPFUL HINTS 


Try cooking onions the next time In 


a double boiler in skim milk. Add but- 


ter and salt when the on 
ions are tender and serve 
at once. 


When opening a large 


bottle of olives, which 
are liable to spoil before 
all are used, take out the 
deulred amount and pour 
over the top two or three 
tablespoonfuls of oil. The 


Dll seals and kPepu them from molding. 


A screw that is rusty or a nail which 


is obstinate about being removed may 
oe encouraged with n few drops of oil 
arid a heated .screwdriver. When put- 
ting n nail Into hardwood dip it In oil 
and it will drive much easier. 


When using cleaning powder on wa- 


ter faucets be careful to keep the 
gritty substance away from the joints. 
The pov>der is liable to cut away the 
threads as the faucet la turned fre- 
quently. 


In. peeling onions do them under wa- 


ter and .save the annoyance of shed- 
ding tears. 


Windows washed in clean soft water 


with a little bluing, using a chamois 
skin for washing and n dry one for 
wiping, will b<> shining end bright. 


A cork too tight to fit a bottle may 


be soaked in hot wuter. then used. 


Add a few drops of lemon juice to 


boiled rice; it adds to the flavor a.'i 
well as to its appearance. 


Brown Sauce for Boiled Tongue.— 


Cook two tablespoonfuls of minced 
onion in two tablespoonfuls of butter 
until both are brown. 
Strain out the 


onion and add four tablespoonfuls of 
well-brouned flour; stir and add one 
cupful of brown stock, a bay leaf, sprig 
of thyme-and six peppercorns, all tied 
In a small piece of net or cheese cloth. 
Cook until the sauce is thick, then 
add one rablespoonful of vinegar. Extra 
seasonings, such 
as Worcestershire, 


tabasco or pepper sauce, may be sub- 
stituted for the vinegar. 


Broiled Parsnips.—Wash and scrape 


parsnips until clean and cook in boiling 
water until tender. When cold cut in 
halves lengthwise, spread with melted 
butter and broil.

ses (New Orleans), one teaspoonfu 
each of salt and soda, two cupfuls of 
sweet milk, a little cream or shorten- 
ing and a few raisins. Bake one hour. 


Corn Meal Gems.— Beat one egg, add 


one cupful of sour rrJlk, one-half cup- 
ful 
of molasses, one teaspoonful of 


soda, one cupful of corii meal, one cup- 
ful of flour, one tanlespoonful of but- 
ter or melted shortening; salt to taste. 
Bake In gem pans. This makes twelve. 


Graham Gems. — Take one cupful of 


graham flour, one cupful of sour milk, 
one beaten egg, one teaspoonful of 
soda, one-half teaspoonful of salt, two 
tnblespoonfuls of sugar and three tn- 
blespoonfuls of shortening. 
Bake in 


gem pans. This recipe makes six. 


Stea'med Brown Bread, — Take one 


cupful each of sour milk, graham flour. 
raisins and molasses, salt to taste, two 
teaspoonfuls of soda and one and one- 
third cupfuls of corn meal. Steam two 
hours, or steam in flreless cooker for 
four hours: dry oft* in the oven, with 
the covers off the molds. 


Cream 
Slaw. — To 
one 
quart 
of 


chopped cabbage take one-half cupful 
of vinegar, two tnblespoonfuls of sugar. 
a teaspoonful of flour, one beaten egg. 
•a tnblespoonful of butter nnd one-half 
tenspoonful each of mustard, salt and 
paprika. Put sugar, vinegar and but- 
ter into n saucepan, and when boiling 
add the beaten egg with one-naif cup- 
ful of crenm, flour and seasonings; let 
boll and pour boiling hot over tl:-1* cab- 
bage. 


Dominoes. — Crenm 
one-half 
cupful 


of butter with one and one-half cup- 
fuls 
of sugar, add two well-beaten 


eggs and one cupful of warm milk. 
Sift 
three 
cupfuls 
of 
flour 
with 


four 
teaspoonfuls of 
baking pow- 


der; odd this to the first mixture. 
boat well nnc. hnke In n shallow pan. 
The bnttor should be n quarter of nn 
Inch thick. When done nnd cool, cut 
tho cake Into dmnlno-ihapfd pH'coa. 
Ice tho top and decorate with molted 
chocolate, put on In drops with 
n 


wooden skewer.

farm of John Ball Wilmington, near 
Lowell. Mass., and for about forty 
years afterward Us cultivation was 
confined to that immediate neighbor- 
hood. Eventually the farm came Into 
the possession of a Mr. Butters, who 
gave the apple the name Woodpecker 
or Pecker, and it was also called But- 
ters. 
Deacon Samuel Thompson, a 


surveyor of Wolburn. brought It to 


the attention of Colonel Baldwin of 
the same town, by whom It was prop- 
agated and more widely introduced In 
eastern Massachusetts as early as 
17S4. 
From Colonel Baldwin's la- 


terest In the variety It came to be 
called the Baldwin. In 1817 the orig- 
inal tree was still alive, but It per- 
ished between 1817 and 1832. A monu- 
ment to the Baldwin apple now marks 
the location.

Made" on the boxeg containing 
the cigars, this is said to be a common 
practice but has been discontinued by 
Mr. Hemler, _he_&ays.
